The  gener^^-  health  of  the  Township  during  the  year  1943  has 
been  good,  and  the  vital  statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  other 
Town^ips  in  the  neighboui’hood  and  with  the  country  as  a whole* 

The  Child  YJelfare  and  Babies  Clinic  which  is  held  every 
Tuesday  at  the  Mechanics  Institute  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  which  is 
held  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  G-reen  Road, 
Dodworth,  continue  to  be  well  attended.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
Tuberculosis  and  V*D.  Clinics  which  are  held  in  Barnsley. 

Also  we  have  a certificated  Midwife  who  resides  at  32,  South 
Road,  Dodworth,  who  can  be  engaged  by  any  expectant  mother,  and  a 
District  Nurse  who  does  general  nursing  and  who  resides  at  the  Nurse's 
Hotiee,  Jermyn  Croft,  Dodworth,  and  also  vire  have  a nurse,  a health 
visitor,  who  visits  the  Schools  and  the  babies  in  their  homes* 

The  A.R.P.  Casualty  Services  are  in  an  efficient  condition, 
and  during  1943,  the  ambulances  have  been  used  to  convey  sick  and 
injured  to  and  from  Hospital  as  occasion  arose  and  have  proved  very 
useful. 

The  area  of  Dodworth  urban  District  is  1,917  acres*  The 
census  population  in  1921  and  1931  was  3,390  and  4,248*  In  1943  the 
estimated  resident  population  was  3,853.  In  1933  there  were  959 
houses,  in  1938,  102o  houses,  and  in  1943,  1024  houses.  The  Rateable 
Value  is  £13,330  and  the  sum  represented  by  a Id.  rate  is  £49.  3,  Od, 

Goal  Mining  is  the  only  industry  in  the  District  apart  from 
agriculture. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  92  (36  males  and  56  females) 
of  which  two  were  illegitimate*  This  represent*  a birth  rate  of  23,9 
per  1,000  resident  civilian  population.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
Bngland  and  Wales  was  16*5*  In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an 
increasing  tendency  for  mothers  to  have  their  babies  in  Ho^itals  or 
Nursing  Homes,  out  of  92  births  in  1943,  31  were  born  in  ho^itals  or 
nursing  homes  and  61  at  home  in  Dodworth* 

There  have  been  no  still-births*  The  number  of  still-births 
bears  a close  relationship  to  the  nutrition  of  the  mothers*  No  still- 
births is  a pointer  to  improved  nutrition  on  the  whole. 

DEATHS* 

There  were  39  deaths  (21  males  and  18  females).  This 
gives  a death  rate  of  10*1  per  1,000  resident  civilian  population, 

>.  ompared  with  a rate  of  12,1  for  England  and  Wales, 

Four  deaths  occurred  under  one  3near  of  age* 

One  death  occurred  at  the  age  of  four  years* 

Nine  deaths  occurred  between  the  ages  of  25  and  60  years* 

Tv'Jenty  five  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  60  years.

(4)  10  months  (Haemorrhagic  Diphtheria), 


This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  43  per  1^000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  the  higher  rate  of  49  for  England  and  T/ales,
